No.  1,  General  Review. 

Ill  presenting  tlie  Rejoort  of  the  year  ended  tlie  31st  De- 
cendoer,  1901,  it  affords  an  opportiinity  to  place  before  the 
Meinljers  as  much  information  as  coidd  be  obtained,  during 
the  year  in  question,  by  the  Officers  of  the  Ckib. 

It  will,  d()ul)tless,  ])rove  of  interest  to  the  Members, 
widely  scattercMl  throughout  the  world,  to  learn  of  some  of 
the  doings  of  those  with  whom  they  have  been  in  close  touch 
as  Gentlemen  (bidets,  or  have  heard  of  them  as  their  seniors 
or  juniors  at  the  College,   in  Kingston. 

South  Africa  has  Ijeen  the  means  of  enabling  a  very 
large  percentage  to  take  part  in  and  serve  in  the  War,  and 
the  results  are  indeed  most  satisfactory  and  pleasing  to  all 
concerned.  The  Honours  already  granted  include  those  of 
a  iMember  of  the  Most  Distinguished  Order  of  St.  Michael 
and  St.  George,  Companions  of  the  said  Most  Distinguished 


Order  and  several  C(3inpaiiioiis  of  the  Distinguished  Service 
Order.  In  addition  to  these  orders  several  Mendjers  have 
Ijeen  rewarded  by  ])romoti()n  to  Brevet  raid\  in  tlic  hnpcrial 
autl  Canadian   Services. 

A  nnmber  have  been  mentioned  in  (h>s]jati.  hes  in  con- 
nection with  the  Wars  in  South  Africa  and  (liina. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  obtain  correct  accounts  of  the 
presentation  of  the  Insignia  of  the  Distingnisliefl  Service 
Order  to  tliose  who  were  granted  this  liononr,  whicli  will  he 
fonnd  under  a  sejiarate  heading  in  this   i-e|)()rt. 

The  ceremony  of  ])lacing  Memorial  Brasses  in  the  Kdnca- 
tional  Block  of  the  College,  took  place  in  April,  and  from  all 
indications  it  appears  that  the  selection  of  the  College  for 
Memorials  of  this  sort  has  met  with  general  approval  from 
the  Members.  Future  efforts  in  this  direction  will  ])e  dealt 
with  in  a  sinular  manner.

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Appointments  and  Promotions  continue  l(j  increase  in 
all  branches  of  the  Service.  Selections  made  for  vStaff  duties, 
etc. 

Changes  have  taken  i)lace  at  iIk^  C^ollege,  a  new  ( 'om- 
mandaiit  sent  out  to  take  connnand,  and  changes  in  tiie  In- 
sti'iictional  StalT.  ImprovenuMits  have  also  Ixhmi  made  hv  the 
( lovei'nment,  hy  the  addition  ol'  a  huilding  i'oi-  a  liosjhtal,  etc, 
The  (lentlemen  Cadets  attended  the  Toronto  Military  Tourna- 
ment, and  as  in  former  years  gave  an  excellent  account  of 
themselves,  and  in  Septemher  took  ]jart  in  the  Quebec  \\e- 
view  in  connection  \vith  the  visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.

Major  r] .  L.  Weller,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Wetland 
'Canal,  graduated  with  liononrs  from  the  College.  He  started 
in  as  a  Rodman  in  1882,  on  the  Trent  Canal  location  survey, 
and  has  since  been  continuously  in  the  employ  of  the  De- 
partment of  Railways  and  Canals.  Was  in  charge  of  the 
construction  of  the  Young's  Point  dam  on  the  Trent  Canal, 
principal  assistant  and  afterwards  resident  Engineer  on  the 
■enlargement  of  the  Cornwall  Canal,  and  Engineer  in  charge 
of  the  Port  Colborne  improvements.  The  ex})erience  gained 
on  these  works  has  embraced  almost  all  of  the  dirterent 
prolilems  which  arise  in  canal  construction  and  operation. 
In  ISDS  he  investigated  the  cause  of  failure  of  the  New  York 
and  Ottawa  Railway  Bridge  across  the  St.  Lawrence.

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Mr.  A.  E.  Doncet,  who  was  appointed  Chief  Eiigiueer  of 
the  Quebec  &  Lake  St.  John  Railway  and  of  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  of  Canada,  was  Ijoru  in  ]kIontreal  in  June, 
1860,  He  graduated  from  the  College  and  began  his  profes- 
sion as  Civil  Engineer  in  ISSO.  Was  Assistant  Engineer  on 
the  C.  P.  R.  until  1887,  during  which  time  he  was  on  location 
and  construction  of  the  Algoma  Branch  and  the  main  line 
around  Lake  Superior.  Was  on  Active  Service  in  the  Xorth- 
West  Rel^ellion  and  was  wounded  and  mentioned  in 
Despatches.  Was  Assistant  Engineer  on  the  C.P.  R.  Lachine 
Bridge  from  April,  1885,  to  December,  1885,  then  Division 
Engineer  on  the  C.  P.  R.  between  St.  Philip  and  Ibeiwille, 
P.Q.,  from  December,  1885,  to  April,  1887.  Went  with  R. 
G.  Reid  in  1887  as  his  ^Engineer,  and  remained  with  him 
until  1898.  Employed  on  the  construction  of  the  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Railway,  including  Bridge  over  the  St.  Mary  River, 
from  April,  1887,  to  Deceml)er,  1887.  On  the  Cape  Breton 
extension  of  the  I.  C.  R.  from  December,  1877,  to  March, 
1890,  and  on  the  Newfoundland  Railway  from  March,  1890, 
to  July,  1898.  In  1898  went  to  British  Columbia  as  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Arrowhead  and  Kootenay  Railway,  remain- 
ing there  till  April,  1900.  Then  was  engaged  in  revising 
the  location  of  the  C.  P.  R.  main  line  in  Assiniboia,  and  from 
Earnham,  Que.,  to  Newport,  Vt.  On  15tli  November,  1900, 
was  appointed  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way of  Canada,  and  of  the  Quebec  c^'  Lake  St,  John  Rail- 
wav.

(c).  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Out.,  with  a  radius  of  10  miles/ 
showing  detail  of  railway  bridge  and  canal,  and  the  Can- 
adian approaches. 
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On  July  27tli  a  party,  consisting  of  the  Officer  in  charge, 
Lieut.  Caldwell,  Sergt.  Browne,  and  Gentleman  Cadet  C.  C. 
McLennan,  left  for  Parry  Sound,  arriviug  there  on  the  29th, 
completing  the  work  by  the  9th  of  August.  They  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.,  and  completed  the  work 
there  by  the  23rd  of  August. 

The  whole  jDarty  was  disbanded  about  the  end  of  August. 

At  Parry  Sound  the  country  was  found  to  be  very  rough 
and  rugged,  the  contouring  between  roads  was  extremely 
difficult.  In  some  places  large  tracts  of  land  without  roads 
or  even  tracks  had  to  be  contoured.

The  Port  Dover  District  was  flat  and  fairly  level,  thick- 
ly populated  and  the  country  mostly  all  under  cultivation. 
There  were  no  prominent  features,  but  the  roads  were  excelr 
lent. 

At  Parry  Sound  the  country  was  very  rough  and  rugged, 
very  few  roads,  thickly  wooded,  intersected  by  lakes  and 
rivers  and  most  difficult  to  contour. 

At  Sault  Ste.  Marie  the  country  for  five  miles  surround- 
ing the  town  was  fairly  level  and  most  of  it  under  cultiva- 
tion. Beyond  this  it  was  thickly  wooded,  very  hilly  and 
rough,  and  no  roads  to  speak  of.

Investure  at  St.  James'  Palace,  when  the  following 
Officer  was  introthiced  into  the  presence  of  the  Sovereign, 
who  conferred  nijon  him  tlie  honour  of  Knighthood  and  in- 
vested him  with  the  Insignia  of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and 
St.  George  (K.C.M.G). 

The  following  article  is  taken  from   The  United  Service- 
Gazette  oi  the  lOth  of  Angnst,  1901  : — 

A  Director  of  Railways. 

Canadians  are  naturally  jjroud  of  the  part  which  has- 
been  played  in  the  last  two  campaigns  of  the  British  Army, 
namely,  in  the  Soudan  and  in  South  Africa,  by  their  country- 
man. Sir  Percy  Girouard. 

Of  the  value  of  the  services  which  have  been  rendered  by 
him  in  the  two  Avars  there  can  be  no  question,  and  the  fact 
that,  at  the  age  of  thirty-four,  he  finds  himself  by  sheer 
merit,  a  Lieut. -Colonel  in  the  Army,  and  a  K.C.M.G.,  is. 
evidence  that  they  have  been  appreciated  by  so  competent, 
and  impartial  a  judge  as  Lord  Kitchener,  of  Khartoum.  A 
sketch  of  the  career  of  Colonel  Girouard  in  the  Canadian 
Military  Gazette,  and  written  by  an  OfHcer  who  knows  him. 
well  will,  therefore,  be  read  with  interest. 

"  The  recent  appointment  of  Lieut. -Colonel  E.  P.  C 
Girouard  as  a  Knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
George,"  says  Lieut. -Colonel  G.  S.  Evefsou,  the  writer  of 
the  notice  we  have  referred  to,  "  has  set  many  people  talking 
about  this  gentleman,  and  as  so  many  inaccurate  statements 
were  made,  perhaps  it  may  be  of  interest  to  briefly  outline 
some  of  the  causes  of  his  extraordinarily  rapid  advancement. 
Percy  Girouard  did  not  exhibit  at  school  or  at  the  Royal 
Military  College  any  marked  ability.  He  was  one  of  those 
minds  which  developed  later.  He  graduated  rather  low  in 
his  class,  and  did  not  get  a  commission  until  the  extra  ones- 
were  offered  to  Canadians  in  1888,  two  years  after  gradua- 
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tion.  During  these  two  years  he  had  been  employed  by  the- 
C.  P.  R.  as  an  Engineer  in  the  construction  of  the"^  short  line 
through  Maine.  He  there  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
knowledge  of  Railway  matters,  which  has  served  him  so  well 
since.  In  1890  he  was  appointed  traffic  manager  of  the 
Government  railways  in  the  Woolwich  Arsenal.  He  greatly 
improved  the  service,  and  by  his  devices  saved  considerable 
sums  in  the  cost  of  running  engines,  some  £600  a  year  in 
coal  alone.  While  at  W^oolwich  he  formulated  his  scheme  of 
defence  of  England  by  a  coast  railway  and  mounted  guns  on 
trucks,  which  has  been  partially  carried  into  effect  since. 
He  also  proposed  the  use  of  the  road  plough  for  entrenching 
in  the  held,  instead  of  exposing  his  men  for  this  purpose. 
One  man  and  a  team  of  horses  can  in  this  way  do  the  work 
of  a  regiment,   and  in  less  time. 

In  1896  he  was  sent  to  Egypt  on  the  railway  staff.  By 
the  death  or  invaliding  of  other  officers  he  soon  rose  to  the 
command  of  the  department.  He  devised  with  success  many 
ingenious  plans  for  the  building  of  the  desert  railway,  not 
the  least  important  of  which  was  the  boring  for  water  in  the 
barren  desert.  Before  the  railway  was  begun  he  furnished  a 
complete  statement  of  everything  Avhicli  would  be  required, 
down  to  the  number  of  sjoikes,  a  document  of  several  hundred 
pages.  The  railway  was  not  only  completed  within  the  sjje- 
cified  time,  but  cost  £200,000  less  than  was  anticipated.. 
Without  this  railway  the  Soudan  could  not  have  been  recon- 
quered. Girouard  was  appointed  Director  of  Egyptian  Gov- 
ernment railways  at  a  salary  of  £2,000  a  year  in  recognition 
of  his  genius  as  a  railway  engineer.  Soon  after  the  declara- 
tion of  war  by  the  South  African  Rejjublics  he  was  summon- 
ed to  London  to  advise  the  Government  regarding  railway 
matters.  After  much  opposition  he  ordered  duplicates  of 
all  the  bridges  likely  to  be  blown  up  by  the  enemy  liefore 
they  had  even  reached  the  neighbourhood  in  which  the 
bridge  stood.     In  this  way  he  spent  £250,000. 

When  the  bridges  were    eventually  blown  up    all  the 
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Tnaterial  was  at  liaiul  to  commence  the  reconstruction  ;  tlnis 
a  bridoe  at  Norval's  Point  Avas  rebuilt  in  six  weeks,  wliicli, 
bad  tlie  material  to  l)e  ordered  and  lirougbt  from  England, 
would  liaA^e  taken  at  least  six  months,  and  the  campaign 
would  have  been  correspondingly  j^rolonged,  and  the  suc- 
cessful occupation  of  the  Free  State  i-endered  impossible. 
Girouard  was  sent  out  to  the  seat  of  ^var  at  great  hnancial 
sacrifices  to  himself.  One  of  his  successes  was  in  the  con- 
struction of  "deviations"  to  take  the  place  of  destroyed 
bridges.  Some  of  these  deviations  were  two  or  three  miles 
in  length.  Those  who  crossed  the  Modder  River  on  his 
'*'  switch-back  "  had  an  experience  they  will  not  soon  forget. 
From  banks  a  hundred  feet  high  the  train  rushed  down  to 
the  bed  of  the  river  and  up  again  on  the  other  side.  T  had 
the  experience  of  being  on  the  first  passenger  train  which 
"was  sent  over  this  novel  road.  It  was  quite  a  gamble  as  to 
ivhether  one  would  reach  the  other  side  in  safety.  So  far  as 
I  have  heard  no  accident  has  occurred. 

The  deviations  at  Zand  River,  Vet  River,  Rhenoster 
Kiver  and  elsewhere,  Avere  characterized  by  extraordinary 
ingenuity,  but  the  most  serious  undertaking  was  at  Xorval's 
Point.  I  happened  to  be  in  the  first  train  to  cross  the  tem- 
porary l)ridge  and  deviation  at  this  place  also.  The  great 
bridge  across  the  river  was  rapidly  rebuilt,  gangs  of  men 
working  night  and  day,  at  nights  by  the  aid  of  numerous 
electric  lights.  Sir  Percy  Girouard  has  also  acted  as  Chief 
of  Staff  to  the  Colonial  Defence  Division  and  Administrator 
of  Military  Law  in  Cape  Colony.  The  annals  of  the  British 
Army  record  no  instance  of  success  equal  to  that  of  Colonel 
Girouard.  To  be  made  a  K.  C.  M.  G.  and  a  Lieut. -Colonel  by 
merit  at  thirty-four  years  of  age  is  without  a  precedent  or  a 
parallel.  Canadians  have  reason  to  he  proud  of  their  coun- 
tryman, and  I  hope  the  occasion  of  his  approaching  visit  to 
Canada,  and  especially  to  Toronto,  Avill  l)e  taken  advantage 
•of  to  show  in  some  public  manner  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  to  the  Eni])ire  and  Canada."

Last  June  it  was  known  that  Col.  Macdonell  had  been  ap- 
pointed a  ComjDanion  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Order  in 
recognition  of  his  braA'ery  during  the  South  African  War, 
the  ceremony  of  presenting  the  Medal  took  place  at  the  N. 
W.  M.  P.  Barracks,  Regina.  The  whole  force  at  the  Bar- 
racks was  draA\'n  up  in  full  dress  parade,  presenting  a  smart, 
soldierly  and  imposing  appearance.  Precisely  at  two  o'clock 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  with  suite,  and  accom- 
panied Ijy  Madame  Forget,  arrived  on  the  parade  ground,  and 
was  received  with  a  salute.  Commissioner  Perry  then  read 
the  following  Warrant  under  the  sign  manual  of  the  King  : —

,  The  Warrant  was  handed  to  Colonel  Macdonell,  together 

with  a  copy  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  establishing  the  Order, 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  Order  is  for  Commissioned 
•Officers  and  ranks  next  to  the  Order  of  the  Indian  Empire. 

Lieut. -Governor  Forget  then  pinned  the  decoration  on 
Col.  Macdonell's  breast,  saying :  From  the  reports  that 
reached  us  during  your  absence  in  South  Africa,  we  are  all 
sure  that  you  well  deserve  the  decoration  that  has  been 
presented  to  you,  and  I  am  personally  very  gratified  to  be  the 
channel  through  which  it  has  reached  you.  In  placing  it  on 
your  breast  I  feel  I  could  not  put  it  on  a  braver  one,  and  I 
hope  yov  may  live  to  earn  still  greater  honour.  While  you 
were  away  there  was  a  person  doing  duties  here  who  also 
•deserves  some  decoration,  and  Madame  Forget  will  have 
pleasure  in  perfonning  that  ceremony  on  Mrs.  Macdonell. 

Madame  Forget  then  presented  Mrs.  Macdonell  with  a 
very  handsome  bouquet  which,  both  for  blooms  and  ar- 
rangement, was  much  admired. 
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Three  rousing  militaiy  cheers  M-ere  then  given  for 
Colonel  Macdonell,  and  the  ceremony  was  ended  and  the  force 
dismissed.  The  medal  is  of  very  elegant  design.  It  consists 
of  a  gold  cross,  enamelled  white,  edged  with  gold,  having 
on  one  side  in  the  centre,  within  a  wreath  of  laurel,  green 
enamelled,  the  Imperial  Crown  in  gold,  iipon  a  red  enamelled 
ground.  On  the  reversej  within  a  similar  wreath  and  on  a 
similar  ground  is  the  Imperial  and  Royal  cypher  V.R.I.  The 
medal  is  suspended  by  a  riband  edged  blue  and  with  two 
gold  clasps. 

A  dinner  was  given  by  His  Honour  the  Lieut. -Govern or 
and  Madame  Forget  at  Government  House,  in  honour  of_the 
event.

Lafferty,  in  the  dull  drudgery  of  transjDort  officer, 
who,  through  his  untiring  energy  and  intelligence,  coupled 
with  the  good  care  of  his  mules,  always  had  his  wagons  into 
bivouac  before  anv  others. 


From  Diary  of  Lt.  B.  Col.  Buchan,  April  26-May  2b,  1900. 

At  4  P.M.  the  battalion  was  ordered  to  scale  the  Eden 
Mountain  and  hold  it 'against  a  force  of  3,000  Boers,  who 
Avere  reported  on  the  far  side  of  it.  At  5.40  P.M.  reached, 
after  very  hard  climbing,  a  sort  of  plateau  about  half  way  up 
to  the  top.  It  was  by  that  time  chirk,  but  proceeded  to  build 
"seances"  and  prejiare  to  hold  the  j)osition  on  a  front  of 
about  half  a  mile.  Whilst  doing  this  it  became  dark  and 
very  cold.  At  about  7  P.M.  received  orders  to  gradually 
Avithdraw  quietly  and  return  to  Thabanchu.  This  Avas  a  veiy 
difficult  operation  OAving  to  complete  darkness,  and  exceed- 
ingly j)recipitous  and  rugged  cliaracter  of  the  mountain. 
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In  arranging  for  and  affecting  the  descent  of  tlie  moun- 
tain, and  in  collecting  the  several  companies  and  finding  the 
way  back  to  Thabauchii  in  the  dark,  I  was  very  ably  and  suc- 
cessfully assisted  by  Lieut.  Hodgins,  and  so  reported  to  the 
G.  0.  C.   Brigade.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  action  at 
Doornkop,  which  took  place  on  the  29th  inst.,  and  in  which 
the  Battalion  took  j)art.  '■•■  ■^•'  '•■  ■"■■  It  now  became  apparent 
that  an  attempt  was  being  made  to  outflank  us  on  our  right, 
and  I  detailed  one  of  the  Maxim  guns  to  open  in  this  direc- 
tion. This  was  most  effectively  done  under  Lieutenant 
Ilodgins'  supervision,  and  in  half  an  hour  our  flank  was  safe.

General  Advance. 

The  most  notable  regimental  featnre  of  this  advance  was 
the  night  march  made  by  a  Sqnadron  composed  of  two  troops 
each  from  "  C  "  and  "  D  "  Sqnadrons,  nnder  Captain  A.  C. 
Macdonell.  This  Sqnadron,  after  a  hard  day's  fighting  and 
15  hours  in  the  saddle,  marched  at  8.30  p.m.  through  the 
enemy's  lines  and  blew  up  an  important  culvert  near  Smal- 
cleel  Junction,  rejoining  the  Brigade  safely  the  following- 
morning.  This  incident  was  mentioned  in  despatches.  The 
Brigade  rested  at  Kroonstadt  from  May  12  to  20,  during 
which  period  Lieut.  Chalmers,  with  50  men,  took  part  in 
Col.  Alderson's  night  ride  to  Bothaville,  when  several  im- 
portant p)risoners  Avere  captured. 

The  severe  wound  sustained  by  Captain  Macdonell  de- 
prived tlie  Battalion  for  the  remainder  of  the  Campain  of  the 
services  of  one  of  its  most  capable  and  efficient  officers. 
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Lines  of  Communication. 

At  other  points  along  the  line  excellent  work  was  done 
by  the  different  detachments,  Lieut.  Chalmers  heing  special- 
ly commended  by  General  Smith-Uorrien  for  smart  and  ag- 
gressive scouting. 


The  night  attack  made  on  5th  September  by  Dirkson's 
Commando  Avith  two  guns,  on  Xooitgedacht,  which  was  held 
by  a  Detachment  of  100  men  of  the  Battalion,  Major  Sanders 
in  connnand.  This  attack,  of  a  most  determined  character, 
made  at  daybreak,  was  beaten  off  in  a  most  creditable  man- 
ner before  outside  assistance  arrived. 

This  fight  was  mentioned  in  despatches  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Two  Officers,  Major  Sanders  and  Lieut. 
Moodie,  were  slightlv  wounded. 

The  engagement  at  Belfast  on  the  2nd  November  was  an 
occurrence  which  brought  out  the  liest  lighting  qualities  of 
the  Battalion.  The  advanced  guard  of  the  column  was  com- 
posed of  50  X.  C.  O's  and  men  under  Major  Sanders,  the 
advanced  party  being  under  Lieut.  Chalmers.  The  ad- 
vanced party  was  attacked  by  the  enemy  in  large  numbers, 
and  Lieut.  Chalmers  was  killed  while  taking  steps  to  bring- 
in  Major  Sanders,  who  was  wounded,  and  while  in  the  very 
act  of  warning  an  orderly  to  dismount  at  a  dangerous  point. 
Lieut.  Chalmers  was  jDcculiarly  qualified  for  active  service, 
cool,  cautious,  and  daring,  and  his  death  in  so  gallant  a  man- 
ner was  keenly  felt  by  all  ranks.  The  incident  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  report  from  me,  and  was  mentioned  in 
despatches  by  the  CI.  0.  C.  For  plucky  work  on  this  occa- 
sion I  submitted  the  following  names  to  the  G.  0.  C,  : —

From  General  Hiittoii  to  C.  S.  0.,  September  6. — "  You 
will  conve}^  to  ^Major  Sanders,  C.M.R.,  and  through  the 
Lt.-Col.  Commanding,  to  the  Officers,  N.  C.  Officers  and  men 
concerned,  my  extreme  satisfaction  at  the  gallant  and  suc- 
cessful defence  made  by  the  detachment  of  2nd  Canadians 
yesterday  against  A^ery  superior  numbers  of  the  enemy,  ac- 
companied by  artillery.  I  have  had  special  jDleasure  in 
bringing  the  conduct  of  Major  Sanders  and  his  detachment 
to  the  fa\^ourable  notice  of  the  F.  M.  C.  in  Chief,  in  my 
despatch  on  the  subject." 

From  Force  Orders,  Belfast,  Xovember  4. — "  The  fol- 
lowing extract  from  a  telegram  sent  yesterday  by  the  G.  0.  C. 
to  Lord  Roberts  is  published  for  information  :— In  yester- 
day's action  Major  Sanders  and  Lieut.  Chalmers,  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles,  were  wounded  and  killed  respectively  while 
performing  acts  of  gallantry.  The  former  rode  out  under  a 
heavy  and  close  fire  to  bring  in  a  Sergeant  who  had  lost  his 
horse.  As  the  two  rode  ofE  on  one  horse  the  horse  was  shot. 
Then  in  proceeding  on  foot  Sanders  was  shot.  Lieut.  Chal- 
mers then  advanced  to  Sanders,  spoke  to  him  and  went 
away,  and  although  Sanders,  who  was  lying  behind  a  stone, 
implored  him  not  to  come  back  to  him  again  under  the  heavy 
fire,  Lient.  Chalmers  gallantly  did  so  and  was  shot  dead.  The 
G.  0.  C.  deplores  the  death  of  this  splendid  officer."

my  Staff  Officer  when  in  command  of  a  body  of  mixed  troops, 
by  his  tact  and  constant  attention  to  duty,  he  made  my  work 
comparatively  easy."

"  On  July  1  (Dominion  Day),  while  the  regiment  was  in 
advance,  it  met  with  its  baptism  of  fire.  The  troops  under 
Lieuts.  Tobin  and  Kirkpatrick,  while  protecting  the  left 
flank,  came  in  contact  with  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  under 
Ben.  Viljoen,  and  vrere  fired  upon  from  a  rocky  kopje  in 
front,  and  from  a  farm  liviuo-  a  white  flagon  the  right  front." 


It  beiug  our  tiiru  for  outpost  duty,  Lieut.  Leckie  was 
seut  to  fonii  an  observation  post  ou  the  ridge  oieutioiied,  but 
finding  the  gi-ound  occupied  by  a  considerable  force  of  Boers 
he  sent  to  me  for  support.  I  report eil  to  Lord  Dundonald, 
who  advised  me  to  send  out  tAvo  troops.  This  was  done, 
Lieuts.  Kirkpatrick  and  Tobin  Commanding,  In  proceeding 
over  the  rough  rocky  ground,  which  was  the  feature  of  the 
hill,  they  became  entangled  Avith  the  enemy.  "••  ••  ••  Pre- 
vious to  this,  at  the  time  when  Lieut  Leckie  was  sent  out, 
Segt.  Logan  "VA-ith  a  section  of  men  proceeded  up  the  hill  to 
occupy  a  point  further  to  the  front,  met  the  enemy  at  close 
quarters,  and  refusing  to  surrender,  were  all  but  one  man, 
killed.  I  then  ordered  up  the  pom  pom,  which  did  excel- 
lent work  under  the  skiKul  handling  of  Lieiit.  Laidlaw. 
Major  Jarvis  with  his  Squadron  attacked  and  took  possession 
of  the  sangars  and  kraals.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  Lieuts. 
Kirkpatrick  and  Tobin.

The  behaA'iour  of  the  officers  and  men  was  all  that  could 
be  desired,  and  Lieuts.  Kirkpatrick  and  Tobin  deserve  spe- 
cial mention.

The  Force  halted  here  again  on  the  10th,  but  Lieut. 
Kirkpatrick's  and  Lieut.  Tobins  troops  Avere  sent  out  to  as- 
certain the  wherealiouts  of  the  enemy.  These  officers  were 
complimented  by  General  Barton  upon  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  was  cari'ied  out.

In  the  course  of  a  most  interesting  lecture  upon  lessons 
taught  by  the  South  African  Campaign,  delivered  at  Ottawa, 
by  Captain  C.  F.  Winter,  Assistant  Adjutant  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Regiment,  the  following  interesting  passage  oc- 
curred : — 

"  Referring  to  the  position  of  Quartermaster,  the  lec- 
turer contended  that  we  never  have  in  Canada  given  this  ap- 
pointment the  attention,  etc.,  it  deserved.  On  service  the 
Quartermaster  was  the  man,  and  the  i^ost  should  be  made 
sufficiently  attractive  to  ensure  getting  the  very  best  man  in 
a  regiment  to  fill  it.  In  this  connection  the  Royal  Canadians 
had  been  very  fortunate  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Campaign, 
as  their  Quarteraiaster  had  shone  as  the  very  best  transport 
officer  in  the  Division,  His  mules  and  niggers  were  always 
in  the  best  of  shape,  and  many  a  time  late  at  night,  when  a 
particularly  bad  drift  had  delayed  all  second  line  transport 
in  rear,  the  Canadians  were  the  first  to  get  a  warm  meal,  the 
only  one  since  daylight  that  morning,  and  due  to  the  energy 
and  foresight  of  their, Quartermaster.  At  this  point  Colonel 
Cotton,  D.O.C.,  asked  Captain  Winter  if  he  woidd  give  the 
Officer's  name,  when  he  said  he  referred  to  Lieut.  Lafferty, 
R.C.A.,  who  had  proved  suehan  admirable  transport  officer."

The  Stained-glass  WindoAv  presented  to  Newport  Church, 
Barnstaple,  by  Captain  Laurie,  AA'as  unveiled  and  dedicated 
at  a  special  service  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Captain  Laurie 
(aA'Iio  AA'as  the  Adjutant  of  the  4thV.B.D.R.)  has  for  over  four 
years  been  Church-Warden  of  the  Parish  of  XewjDort,  leaving 
England  onh'  a  Icav  Aveeks  ago  for  Active  Service  in  South 
Africa. 

Placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  nave  (nearest  the  pulijit) 
the  ncAv  Window  is  a  very  handsome  one,  the  colours  being 
rich  and  subdued  and  excpiisitely  blended,  and  the  general 
finish  being  masterful  to  a  degree.  Figures  in  the  ujiper 
lights  form  a  special  feature  of  the  Window.  The  subject  of 
the  WindoAv  re])resents  our  Lord,  with  the  Crown  of  Thorns 
around  Llis  head,  as  Man  of  Sorrows,  uttering  those  loving 
AA'ords  of  Avelcome  : — "  Come  unto  Me  all  ye  that  lal)our  and 
.are  heavy  laden,  and  I    will   give  you   rest,"   and   coiuing  to 
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him  are  depicted  various  types  responding  to  the  universal 
invitation  attracted  bv  His  sympathetic  influence,  the  poor 
child,  the  maiden,  the  careworn  motlier  l)ringing  her  babe  in 
her  arms,  the  hoary-headed  king  resigning  his  earthly  crown, 
and  the  warrior  yielding  up  his  sword,  each  alike  seeking 
"  Rest  "  drawn  to  the  Christ,  whose  yoke  is  easy  and  l)urden 
light.  The  adoring,  angels  above  suggest  the  unseen 
guardian  angels  hovering  round.  The  WindoAv  was  the 
work  of  Mr.  Arthur  Dix,  London. 

Saturday's  service  was  at  3.30  p.m.,  and  there  was  a 
large  congregation,  much  interest  being  taken  in  the  after- 
noon's ceremou}". 

The  service  commenced  by  the  Organist  playing  the 
voluntary,  "  Shepherd  of  Souls."  The  Vicar  took  the  first 
part  of  the  service,  the  Archdeacon,  clergy,  and  choir  then 
proceeding  to  the  new-  Window.  The  Windov"  was  im veiled 
hy  Mrs.  Chichester,  of  Hall,  Archdeacon  Seymour  saying 
the  dedicatory,  after  which  he  preached  an  eloquent  sermon 
from  the  text,  "  I  have  loA'ed  the  habitation  of  Thy  House, 
and  the  place  where  Thine  Honour  dwelleth."  He  reminded 
them  of  David's  desire  to  l:)uild  a  beautiful  House  for  Cxod's 
AVorship  ;  and  all  that  who  loved  God  shoidd  do  what  they 
could  to  make  His  House  here  as  beautiful  and  magnificent 
as  they  coidd.  This  was  the  feeling  expressed  in  the  gift  of 
this  WindoAV  l)v  one  who  had  left  their  midst  to  meet  the 
danger  of  battle  ;  it  was  the  farewell  gift  of  one  who  had 
been  an  Officer  of  that  Church  and  had  taken  nnich  interest 
and  pleasure  in  its  services.

The  following  article  is  produced  from  "  Tlie  Canadian 
Engineer,'"  the  Editor  having  kindly  granted  his  permission 
and  loaned  the  cuts  : — 

A  good  deal  has  been  heard  about  the  Blockhouses  in 
South  Africa  with  which  Lord  Kitchener  is  gradually  hem- 
ming in  the  Boers.  About  four  thousand  of  these  little  forts 
have  been  erected,  and  another  thousand  are  to  be  built. 
They  are  about  a  mile  apart  and  are  often  connected  by  barb- 
ed wire,  which  cannot  be  cut  without  raising  an  alarm.  Each 
Blockhouse  is  connected  with  the  nearest  mobile  force  by 
telephone.  They  cost  on  an  average  about  £70.  Each  one 
is  garrisoned  by  about  ten  men,  and  in  most  cases  a  couple 
of  dogs.  A  favorite  device  is  to  place  a  dummy  sentinel  out- 
side to  draw  the  Boer  fire.

These  forts  are  rapidly  built,  requiring  12  men  and  20 
natives  only  about  8  hours.     Work  is   begun  at   the  trench. 
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the  eartli  being  thrown  into  the  centre.  When  a  sufficient 
height  has  been  reached,  a  circle  (about  21  feet  diameter  and 
3  feet  liigh)  of  galvanized  iron  is  put  in,  another  of  the  same 
added,  and  then  banked  round  until  a  bullet  proof  mound 
surrounds  the  whole.  The  top  part,  containing  the  loopholes, 
is  a  double  cylinder  filled  in  with  small  stones  to  make  it  im- 
pervious to  rifle  lire. 

Inside  there  is  a  cistern  of  water  and  a  reserve  of  rations 
for  a  Aveek.

A  cordon  of  barl:)  wire  surrounds  each.  Of  course  such 
forts  would  be  useless  if  the  Boers  were  provided  with  artil- 
lery ;  but,  as  it  is,  the.y  i3rotect  the  lines  and  are  serious  ob- 
stacles to  the  movement  of  the  Boer  Commandos.

The  people  of  Kirkfield  did  themselves  proud  on  Wed- 
nesday evening,  the  11th  April,  1901,  when  they  tendered  a 
public  banquet  to  Lieut.  Laidlaw  and  Pte.  McRae,  of  the 
Strathcona  Horse,  on  their  arrival  home  from  South  Africa. 
An  immense  crowd  assembled  at  the  station  to  welcome  the 
heroes,  and  when  they  stepped  from  the  car  they  were  greet- 
ed with  hearty  cheers.  The  Woodville  Bi-ass  Band  led  ofF 
with  "  The  Conquering  Heroes,"  while  the  Messrs.  Lunan  in 
kilts  made  the  welkin  ring  with  the  stirring  strains  of  "  The 
Cock  o'  the  North  "  on  the  bag-pipes.  The  guests  from  a 
distance  were  escorted  to  carriages  and  a  jDrocession  was 
quickly  formed  and  all  proceeded  to  the  Township  Hall.  The 
interior  was  beautifully  decorated  with  bunting,  pictures  and 
mottoes,  while  the  tables  looked  most  appetizing  with  their 
great  spread  ol  dainty  eatables.  The  banquet  was  rendered 
doubly  attractive  from  the  presence  of  the  ladies,  who  were 
not  only  leaders  in  the  patriotic  movement  but  were  the  life 
of  the  event.  About  150  ladies  and  gentlemen  sat  down  to  a 
magnificent  spread. 

The  Toast  List. 

The  genial  Chairman  brought  the  happy  gathering  to 
attention,  after  which  the  usual  patriotic  toasts  were  duly 
honoured.  The  Woodville  Band  contributing  the  National 
Anthem  and  the  Maple  Leaf. 

Then  followed  the  toast  of  the  evening,  "  Our  Guests," 
proposed  in  an  elegant  and  ]^atriotic  address  by  Dr.  J.  W. 
Wood,  the  Chaii'maii.  He  rei'erred  to  the  guests  with  pride, 
and  thought  that  we  honoured  ourselves  in  honouring  them, 
for  the  excellent  services  they  liad  rendercMJ  the  lMn]iire.  The 
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T3ritisli  Empire  covered  a  greater  area  than  ever  before,  and 
no  one  could  say  how  much  of  the  credit  was  due  the  brave 
Colonials  who  had  brought  honour  to  their  country  and  imited 
the  Emjjire  by  an  iron  band  which  he  sincerely  hoped  woidd 
never  be  broken.  We  honour  these  men  because  thev  have 
upheld  our  honour  upon  the  veldts  of  South  Africa.  He 
touched  upon  the  course  of  the  war  and  pointed  out  that  the 
world  has  always  gained  by  Great 'Britain's  successes.  He 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  Canadian  Forces,  and  eulogized 
Lord  Strathcona  for  his  share  in  the  defence  of  the  Emjoire. 
He  congratulated  Lieut.  Laidlaw^  and  Private  McRae  upon 
having  had  the  honour  of  serving  their  country  in  this  way, 
and  in  a  lighter  vein  warned  them  that  they  had  to  face  even 
greater  conquests  at  home  than  they  had  on  the  field  of  battle. 
It  was  not  the  first  time  Lieut.  Laidlawhad  gone  forth  in  the 
defence  of  his  country.  Li  the  time  of  the  Rebellion  in  the 
Northwest,  he  with  Col.  Deacon  had  gone  forward  to  assist 
iji  restoring  peace.  He  touched  upon  the  power  and  great- 
ness of  the  British  Army  and  pointed  out  that  the  officers 
ca'me  in  for  the  greatest  share  of  the  praise  The  British 
army  had  the  best  officers  in  the  world,  but  wdien  it  came 
down  to  privations,  exposure  and  even  starvation  it  was  the 
*'  man  behind  the  gun  "  that  did  the  work  and  really  deserv- 
ed the  praise.  We  do  well  in  honouring  Messrs.  Laidlavv  and 
McRae  ;  they  were  brave  men  and  were  ready  to  serve  their 
country  again.  He  touched  on  the  Eastern  war  cloud,  and 
stated  that  the  times  were  troublesome  and  no  man  could  tell 
what  it  will  bring  forth,  but  come  what  will  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  British  army  are  in  readiness  to-day. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Ross  then  read  a  complimentary  address  to 
Lieut.  Laidlaw,  and  then  presented  him  with  a  sword  of 
honour,  which  was  buckled  on  that  stalwart  defender  of  the 
Empire,  amidst  the  loudest  applause. 

"  They  are  jolly  good  fellows  "  was  given  with  three 
cheers  by  all  present. 
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Lieut.  Laidlaw  returiKMl  liis  sincere  thanks  to  IiIr  friends 
for  the  honour  don(^  liini,  and  ho])ed  if  ever  the  sword  had  to 
be  draM'n  that  he  would  l)e  thereto  draw  it.  He  tlien  rehited 
their  journey  from  Cape  Town  to  Pretoria  and  other  points 
in  the  cani])aion,  and  wliile  treatino-  ^vith  some  of  the  liard- 
ships  abstained  from  picturing  tlie  l)attle  scenes,  simj^ly  3'e- 
ferring  to  skirmishes  at  tlus  or  that  jKjint. 

Col.  Hughes  referred  to  his  long  ac-rpiaintanee  with 
Lieut.  Laidlaw  and  his  career  in  the  Xortlnvest,  In  this 
connection  he  referred  to  the  fact  that  at  the  time  Lieut. 
Laidlaw  was  w^ounded  at  Batoche,  a  ]\fr.  Christie,  who  Avas 
in  the  same  fight,  was  also  wounded,  and  that  both  were 
again  found  lighting  side  by  side  in  the  Strathconas,  and  had 
both  come  out  of  South  Africa  without  a  wound.  He  also 
spoke  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Strathconas  in  Soiith 
Africa,  and  recounted  scA'cral  engagements  in  Avhicli  they 
had  distinguished  themseh^es.

Extract  from  local  Newspaper  : — 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  and  interesting  affairs  which 
have  taken  place  in  this  vicinity  for  some  time  was  the  dinner 
at  the  Bellevue  Hotel,  Bedford,  on  Saturday  night,  held  by 
the  Graduates  of  the  Royal  Military  College  at  present  in 
Halifax.  A  number  of  Graduates  are  leaving  for  South 
Africa  with  the  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles,  and  their  comrades 
residing  in  the  city  embraced  the  opportunity  afforded  for 
liaving  a  "  reunion." 

After  the  guests  had  done  justice  to  the  good  things 
provided  by  the  host  Creighton,  the  Chairman  proposed  the 
"  King,"  which  was  followed  by  the  singing  of  the  National 
Ajithem. 

Col.  Rigg  then  rose  to  propose  the  toast  of  the  Royal  Mili- 
tary College  of  Canada.  He  expressed  his  great  pleasure  at 
meeting  so  many  of  his  old  pupils,  and  related  some  very 
amusing  anecdotes  of  College  life,   and  recalled  the  pleasant

days  spent  at  the  College.  He  briefly  sketched  the  success- 
ful career  of  the  most  famous  graduates  from  Stairs,  one  of 
the  iirst  to  bring  the  name  of  the  College  prominently  before 
the  world,  to  the  latest  distinguished  graduate,  (^aptain 
"Jack"  Leckie,  who  had  but  two  days  previously  been 
presented  with  theD.  S.  0. 

Lieut.  Loudon,  of  the  C,  M.  I^.,  who  has  just  left  the  Col- 
lege and  still  wears  the  uniform,  replied  for  the  College.  He 
said  that  from  what  he  had  heard  of  the  early  days  of  the 
R.M.C.  from  those  present,  that  times  were  not  quite  equal 
to  the  "  good  old  days,"  probably  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
course  had  been  reduced  fi'om  four  to  three  years,  but  that 
it  was  still  "  all  right,"  and  he  thought  superior  to  that  of 
any  other  College. 

Major  Engiisli  proposed  the  health  of  the  graduates.  He 
considered  the  seven  years  spent  at  Kingston  as  among  the 
happiest  in  his  life.  He  recalled  many  of  the  humorous  sides 
of  the  College  life,  and  related  some  of  his  experiences  in  his 
endeavours  to  keep  up  to  a  high  standard  in  the  face  of  great 
difficulty  in  securing  efficient  assistance  owing  to  politics 
being  introduced  in  the  selection  of  N.  C.  Officers.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  success  of  the  graduates  and  their  readiness  to 
come  forward  Avhen  wanted. 

Mr.  Coryell,  the  senior  graduate  present,  responded.  He 
said  that  although  20  years  in  civil  life  (he  modestly  omitted 
to  mention  the  effectiye  service  rendered  by  himself  as  a 
Lieutenant  in  Steel's  Scouts  during  the  North-West  Rebel- 
lion) the  military  spirit  only  slumbered,  and  now  he  had 
awakened,  and  he  was  going  forth  to  assist  in  upholding  the 
cause  of  the  Empire.  He  had  been  in  the  West  for  lil'teen 
years,  and  had  found  that  in  civil  life  as  well  as  in  military, 
the  graduates  of  the  R.  M.  C.  were  able  to  take  their  place 
Avith  those  from  any  other  institution. 

Lieutenant  Carruthers,  a  graduate  of  'S3,  who  is  now 
going  to  Soutli  Africa  for  the  second  time,  proposed   "  The 
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Imperial  Forces."  lie  said  that,  as  a  rule,  it  was  customary 
to  propose  the  Army  and  Navy,  but  now  our  horizon  was 
broadening,  and  at  the  present  time  he  was  very  much  im- 
pressed with  the  idea  that  we  Canadians  were  but  a  part  and 
parcel  of  the  British  Empire,  and  he  preferred  the  broader 
and  more  comj^reheusive  expression,  Imperial  Forces. 

Capt.  elack  Leckie  made  a  short  and  effective  reply,  and 
ended  by  starting  "Rule  Britannia,"  which  was  sung  with 
great  enthusiasm. 

Col.  Rigg,  on  being  called  upon,  remarked  that  no  more 
effective  rej)ly  could  be  made  than  the  song  just  finished. 

Lieut.  Dean,  R.A.,  kindly  favoured  the  company  by 
starting  one  of  the  College  songs. 

Mr.  Darcy  Weatherbe,  graduate  of  '96,  proposed  "The 
Canadian  Mounted  Rifles."  He  said  that  when  the  last  Con- 
tingent left  Halifax,  the  members  of  the  R.  M.  C.  Club  in 
Nova  Scotia  decided  to  give  a  dinner  to  the  graduates  of  the 
College  going  to  South  Africa,  and  that  it  had  been  such  a 
success  as  to  warrant  its  repetition,  and  that  the  present 
gathering  showed  they  had  made  no  mistake.  He  modestly 
placed  the  credit  of  the  idea  with  Mr.  McColl,  whom  he  said 
had  been  nominated  as  Vice-President  of  the  R.  M.  C.  Club  for 
the  coming  year.  He  himself  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Managing  Committee,  but  owing  to  the  distance  from  Head- 
quarters he  had  very  little  work  assigned  him  and  had  not 
found  the  diities  arduous.  His  principal  duty,  he  thought, 
must  be  to  collect  subscriptions  for  two  or  three  worthy  ob- 
jects, on  which  he  divealt  and  explained  at  some  length.  He 
spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  C.  M.  R.,  and  said  he  knew  the  re- 
presentatives from  the  College  would  keep  up  the  high 
standard  of  the  graduates.  He  referred  to  the  mistake  made 
in  reducing  the  course  from  four  years  to  three  years.  He 
had  talked  to  a  great  many  graduates  and  everyone  of  them 
advocated  the  return  to  the  four-year-course.  He  admitted 
that  some  of  the  present    graduates    under  the  three  years' 
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course  were  possibly  equal  to  those  who  received  a  course  of 
four  years,  but  it  Avas  undoubtedly  a  lowering  of  the  standard 
and  was  especially  unfair  to  the  graduates  in  civil  life  who 
had  taken  a  four  years'  course,  and  Avere  now  considered  as 
graduates  of  a  college  Avhich  only  give  a  three  years'  course. 

Captain  R.  G.  E.  Leckie,  a  graduate  of  '90,  an  old  Nova 
Scotian,  but  at  present  residing  in  Vancouver,  replied  for  the 
Contingent,  thanking  the  company  for  their  good  Avishes, 
and  trusted  that  they  might  do  credit  to  the  old  College.  He 
considered  that  there  Avas  nobody  in  the  AA^orld  in  AA'hich  the 
esprit  de corps  AA^as  so  strong  as  among  Ex-Cadets. 

Lieut.  Kirkpatrick  proposed  the  health  of  "  The  Gra- 
duates resident  in  Halifax,"  Avhoni  they  had  to  thank  for  the 
present  j^leasant  gathering.  Lieut.  Kirkj^atrick  agreed,  as 
did  all  present,  with  Mr.  Weatherbe.  He  had  spoken  to  the 
officers  of  the  College,  AA'ho  Avere  all  of  the  same  opinion,  and 
he  thought  that  Ave  had  reason  to  hope  the  return  to  the  old 
course  of  four  years  Avould  be  made  A'ery  shortly. 

Mr.  McColl,  in  reply,  stated  that  ^Ir.  Weatherbe  had 
modestly  giA^en  him  credit  for  the  ]u-esent  gathering,  Init  that 
in  reality  it  Avas  Mr.  Weatherbe  himself  Avho  Avas  responsible 
for  its  success.  He  alluded  to  the  pleasure  of  haAnng  tAvo  of 
the  former  Professors  present  at  the  meeting  and  spoke  in 
high  terms  of  the  Staff.  Every  Graduate  of  the  R.  M,  C.  had 
received  not  only  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  art  of  Avar, 
but  also  an  u2>to-date  one.  Although  fifteen  years  had  pass- 
ed since  he  graduated  froin  the  College,  he  had  been  taught 
to  expect  almost  CA^erything  that  the  public  Avere  noAv  learn- 
ing from  the  present  Avar,  and  that  the  War  Office  AA'as  only 
now  putting  in  practice.  It  had  been  most  forcil)ly  impress- 
ed on  every  Cadet  that  Mounted  Infantry  Avas  the  force  of  the 
future,  and  that  it  must  not  only  replace  the  Cavalry,  but 
also  to  a  certain  extent  the  Infantry.  That  owing  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  ra])id  firing  rifle,  all  movements  in  future 
must  be  in  extended  order,  and  that   even  Cavalry  must  be 
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received  in  open  order  ;  that  it  is  important  to  take  advantage 
of  all  cover,  and  that  the  spade  is  really  more  useful  than  the 
bayonet.  He  said  that  Canada  was  about  to  revise  her  Mili- 
tary system,  and  that  this  was  the  time  when  the  graduates 
of  the  R.  M.  0.  should  come  forward  and  exert  their  in- 
fluence in  the  moulding  of  the  system.  He  had  been  engaged 
in  civil  life  since  graduation,  and  in  this  he  found  that  the 
R.  M.  C.  men  were  coming  to  the  front.  In  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  for  example,  the  Provincial  Engineer  of  New 
Rrunswick,  Mr.  Wetmore  ;  the  City  Engineer  of  Sydney,  Mr. 
Yorston  ;  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Cape  Breton  Railway, 
Mr.  Leonard  ;  the  Assistant  City  Engineer  of  Halifax,  Mr. 
Johnston  ;  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  Cold  Storage  and  Bait 
Freezers  for  Nova  Scotia,  Mr.  J.  F.  Eraser ;  the  Deputy 
Provincial  Engineer  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Assistant  Engineer 
of  the  Mines  Department  in  Nova  Scotia,  are  all  R.  M.  C.  gra- 
duates. He  thought  some  method  should  be  devised  in  the 
new  Canadian  Military  system  for  utilizing  the  latent  mili- 
tary knowledge  of  graduates  who  were  in  civil  life. 

Mr.   Jack  Leckie  proposed    "  The  Ladies  "   in    a    witty 
speech,  which  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Poole  and  Mr.  Fuller. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Smith  proposed   "The  R.  M.  C.  Club,"   and 
Lieut.  Dean,  R.A  ,  "  Our  next  Merry  Meeting."

The  most  interesting  Military  occurrence  of  the  year  was 
the  large  concentration  of  troops  in  connection  with  the  tour 
in  Canada,  of  Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Cornwall  and  York,  and  the  Reviews  held  before  the  Royal 
visitors  at  Quebec,  Toronto  and  Halifax. 

The  Royal  Review  at  Quebec,  on  the  17th  of  September, 
was  the  second  occasion  that  the  Gentlemen  Cadets  took  part

in  a  Review  outside  of  Kingston,   the  iDrevious  one  being  in 
Montreal,  in  1879. 

The  ( Gentlemen  Cadets,  51  in  number,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Major  Logan,  left  Kingston  by  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  at  12.55  noon,  on  the  16th  of  September,  in  two 
tourist  sleeping  cars.  Supper  was  served  in  Montreal  at  the 
St.  James's  Hotel,  they  then  proceeded  to  Levis,  arrivincf  at 
7.25  the  morning  of  the  17th,  They  took  part  in  the  Re- 
view under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Colonel  Reade,  Com- 
mandant. They  returned  on  the  ISth  of  September,  leaving 
I^evis  at  7  a.m.,  reaching  Montreal  at  noon.  They  were  per- 
mitted to  spend  the  afternoon  in  that  city  and  left  at  8.30 
p.m.,  and  reached  the  College  on  the  lOtli  September,  at  6 
a.m.

No.  34,  The  Canadian  School  of  Musketry. 

A  very  important  Military  feature  of  the  year  1901  was- 
the  establishment  of  the  Canadiau  School  of  Musketry. 

Lieut. -Colonel  R.  Cartwright,  C.M.G.,  A.A.G.,  was  ap- 
pointed Inspector  of  Musketry  on  the  15th  of  April,  and  Com- 
mandant of  the  School  on  the  1st  of  July. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  G.  0.  C, 
the  Canadian  Militia  is  submitted  for  the  information  of  the 
Members  : — 

"  The  School  of  Musketry  opened  at  Rockliffe  range  for 
its  first  instructional  class  on  July  2nd,  the  second  class 
opened  on  September  2nd,  and  both  lasted  for  a  period  of 
six  weeks. 

Thirty-four  Officers  and  Non-Commissioned  Ofiicers  at- 
tended these  courses,  and  of  these  20  obtained  "  extra  "  and 
14  "  ordinary  "  certificates,  a  result  which  I  consider  very  sa- 
tisfactoiy,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  Lieut.- Colonel  R.  Cart- 
wright,  C.M.G.,  the  Commandant,  who  devised  and  carried 
out  the  course  of  instruction  under  serious  disadvantages  for 
want  of  properly  trained  Assistants.  Indeed  the  success  that 
attended  the  first  year's  operations  of  the  School  are  entirely- 
due  to  the  zeal  and  energy  displayed  by  the  Commandant.  I 
trust  that  in  the  coming  year  he  may  enter  upon  the  season's 
work  with  an  adequate  staff  of  highly  trained  instructors. 

There  appears  to  be  a  very  false,  but  unfortunately  a 
very   wide-spread   impression,    that    this    School    has    been 
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^established  for  instruction  ''  in  shootino-,"  hut  such  is  by  no 
means  the  case.  Its  object  is  to  train  Officers  and  Xon- 
Commissioned  Officers  and  Men  of  their  respective  nnits,  for 
few  ppo]ile  i-eahze  the  terrible  waste  of  ammunition  that 
results  from  taking  men  out  to  fire  on  the  Ranges  without 
preliminary  training  in  the  use  and  handling  of  their  rifles. 
Up  to  the  present  time  such  training  has  been  impracticable 
for  want  of  properly  C|aalilied  teachers." 

Each  course  consisted  of  six  weeks  and  included  lectures 
and  instruction  in  : — 

(a)  Target  Practice  and  Range  Finding. 

{H)  Armoury  work  (practical). 

{c)  Rifle  range  equij^ment  and  management. 

{d)  Rifle  Ranges,  their  selection  and  requirements. 

{e)  S.  A.  Ammunition,   testing  and  manufacture  of. 

(/)  Musketry  Regulations  and  Drill. 

{g)  Theoretical  Principles. 

Additional  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  G.  0.  C.  the 
Canadian  Militia  : — 

"  x\  new  "Gallery  Cartridge,"  suggested  by  Lieut. - 
Colonel  Cartwright,  C.M.G.,  and  most  ably  worked  out  and 
perfected  by  Major  F.  M.  Gaudet,  R.C.A.,  Superintendent  of 
the  Dominion  Arsenal,  has  been  introduced.  This  Cartridge 
supersedes  the  use  of  the  "  Morris  Tube,"  to  which  it  is  very 
superior,  as  it  can  l)e  used  Avith  the  ordinary  rifle,  and  thus 
every  man  can  practise  with  his  own,  and  moreover,  being 
very  much  cheaper,  a  much  larger  allowance  of  this  amnm- 
nition  can  be  made,  and  I  confidently  expect  that  it  will 
prove  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  service."

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The  Closing  Exercises. 

On  Tuesday,  the  25tlL  of  June,  the  closing  exercises 
took  place.  Hon.  Dr.  Borden,  Minister  of  Militia  and  De- 
fence ;  Major-Geueral  O'Grady-Haly,  G.O.C,  Colonel  Cotton, 
Eev.  Principal  Grant,  Queen's  College,  and  other  distinguish- 
ed visitors  were  present. 

The  programme  was  more  interesting  than  usual  After 
the  Infantry  parade,  a  temporary  pier  was  blown  up.  An 
exhibition  of  bridge  building  by  the  Second  Class  followed, 
the  strength  of  the  structure  ]3eing  tested  by  drawing  several 
field  guns  over  it.  The  bridge,  a  single  lock  affair,  was 
destroyed  by  dynamite.  Repository  drill  by  the  Second  Class 
and  a  splendid  exhibition  of  gymnastics  closed  the  field  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Commandant  and  the  pres- 
entation of  prizes  followed.  Lieut.-Col.  Reade,  in  the  course 
of  his  address,  said  that  at  the  commencement  of  the  term 
there  were  75  Cadets,  and  after  providing  for  a  reduction  of 
this  number  by  the  present  Graduating  Class,  he  estimated 
that  with  the  addition  of  the  recruits  in  September  the  num- 
ber Avould  be  in  the  vicinity  of  97. 

He  was  able  to  report  that  the  conduct  of  the  Cadets 
had  been  satisfactory.  The  health  on  the  whole  has  been 
good.  The  most  serious  cases  of  illness  were  :  Typhoid 
fever,  one  case  ;  scarlet  fever,  three  cases.  The  Medical 
Officer  reported  that  during  the  winter  there  was  a  certain 
amount  of  influenza  and  bronchitis,  due  in  a  certain  measure 
to  the  state  of  the  gymnasium.  Otherwise  he  considered  the 
health  of  the  Cadets  to  have  been  particularly  good,  and  he 
drew  special  attention  to  their  increase  in  measurements  and 
weight.  A  new  hospital  was  being  built,  also  new  and  im- 
proved bath-rooms  and  drainage  placed  in  the  dormitory 
iDuilding.  A  good  standard  of  drill,  both  Infantry  and  Artil- 
lery, had  been  maintained.  Special  attention  had  been  de- 
*  11 
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voted  to  gymnastics  with  excellent  results.  The  results  of 
the  rifle  shooting  of  the  first  and  second  classes  were  fair,  and 
that  of  the  third  class,  preliminary  course,  very  promising. 
The  revolver  shooting,  however,  required  improvement.  The 
first,  of  what  he  hoped  will  be  an  annual  series  of  competi- 
tions, took  place  on  June  the  1st,  between  the  R.M.C., 
Canada,  and  the  R.M.C.,  Sandhurst,  and  resulted  in  the 
former  winning  the  competitiou  for  rifle  shooting,  although 
they  failed  to  secure  that  for  revolver.  The  results  in  riding 
were  not  as  good  as  they  should  have  been.  This  was  partly 
due  to  the  change  in  the  teaching  staff,  necessitated  by  the 
South  African  War.  He  hoped  by  carrying  out  certain 
alterations,  suggested  by  the  Professor  of  Signalling,  to  im- 
prove next  year  the  results  in  that  very  important  branch  of 
Military  training.  The  mid-summer  examiuations  are,  to 
some  extent,  disapioointing  ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  present  first  class  was  depleted  of  many  of  its  best  men 
last  year,  who  had  left  to  take  Commissions.  The  result  is 
that  whilst  those  at  the  top  of  the  list  well  maintain  the  credit 
of  the  College,  those  lower  down,  as  well  as  those  who 
are  permitted  to  graduate  after  a  supplementary  examina- 
tion, possess  a  somewhat  unequal  knowledge. 

Hon.  Dr.  Borden  made  a  brief  address,  brief,  he  said, 
"  because  this  school  is  for  action  rather  than  for  Avords." 
He  was  forced  to  conclude  that  the  Royal  Military  College 
is  maintaining  its  high  state  of  efficiency.  Referring  to  the 
graduates,  Dr.  Borden  spoke  chiefly  about  the  high  standing 
taken  by  B.  S.  M.  Hughes,  son  of  his  old  friend,  and  political 
opponent,  Lieut.-Col.  Sam.  Hughes,  who  was  present.  The 
young  graduate  had  before  him  the  very  noble  exam]3le  of  a 
father  who  had  distinguished  himself ,  not  only  in  CanatUi,  by 
the  interest  he  displayed  in  her  defence,  but  in  a  Avider  field, 
in  maintaining  the  gh)ry  of  the  Empire  in  South  Africa. 
Upon  the  Graduates,  the  Minister  said,  rested  a  very  serious 
responsibility.  They  are  Graduates  of  a  College,  not  a 
quarter  of  a  century  old,  but  which  has  sent  out  more  men, 
who  have  signally  distinguished  themselves,  than  any  other 


College  within  the  Empire,  in  proportion  to  size.  He  hoped 
the  Graduates  would  he  content  to  remain  in  Canada,  casting 
in  their  lot  with  and  helping  to  develop  the  country.  Dr. 
Borden  then  told  of  the  College  being  founded  by  the  late 
Hon.  Alexander  Mackenzie.  Its  objects  have  not  all  been 
fulfilled,  but  the  speaker  declared  that  even  an  opponent 
of  the  College  would  agree  that  the  Royal  Military  College 
has  done  as  much  as  any  other  institution  to  make  Canada 
known  throughout  the  world.  Fully  SO'/o  of  the  Graduates 
have  remained  within  the  Empire,  and  he  hoped  that  this 
would  continue. 

Major-General  O'Grady-Haly  said  he  could  cordially 
bear  testimony  to  what  the  Royal  Military  College  has  done 
for  the  British  Army.  Its  Graduates  have  taken  the  highest 
place  and  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  gain- 
ing distinction. 

He  hoped  there  would  always  be  SOfo  if  not  more,  of  the 
Graduates  remain  in  the  Empire,  and  that  they  would  not 
forget  that  we  have  an  Army  in  Canada,  in  which  there  is 
room  and  a  welcome  for  every  Cadet  who  could  throw  in  his 
lot  with  the  national  Army.  Some  of  the  best  men  in  it,  the 
Major-General  said,  are  Graduates  of  the  Royal  Military  Col- 
lege. 

Lieut. -Colonel  Reade  tendered  his  cordial  thanks  to  the 
Minister  of  Militia  and  the  Major-General  for  there  presence. 
On  behalf  of  the  College,  he  asked  the  distinguished  visitors 
to  use  their  influnce  in  brinmng  their  Roval  Highnesses  to

Extract  from  Re^Dort  of  the  G.O.C.,  vear  ended  December 
1900:— 

I  visited  the  Royal  Military  College,  Kingston,  and  was 
much  pleased  with  the  institution  in  every  way.   The  Cadets 
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appeared  to  be  very  smart,  ^vell  drilled  and  intelligent  body 
of  young  men,  and  tlieir  conduct  and  diligence  was  rejDorted 
to  be  most  satislactory.  That  so  many  of  tbe  Gentlemen  Cadets 
receive  Commissions  in  the  Imperial  Service,  proves  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  education  afforded  by  the  curriculum  of  the 
College,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  very  great  regret  that  after  re- 
ceiving such  a  sound  military  training  so  few  of  the  Cadets- 
join  the  Military  service  of  their  own  country,  Avhile  such  a 
large  j^roportion  seek  a  market  for  their  acquirements  in  the 
United  States.  I  beg  to  urge  that  in  view  of  the  cost  to  the 
State  of  the  education  of  these  young  gentlemen,  it  would  be 
a  national  economy  to  offer  them  some  practical  inducement 
to  secure  their  services  to  the  Active  Militia  and  the  Per- 
manent Corps. 


No.  40,  Extension  of  Term  of  Instkuction,  Etc.,  at  College. 

At  the  request  of  the  Conmiandant,  Lieut. -Col.  Reade, 
the  following  suggestions  were  forwarded  to  him  by  the 
Club  :— 

From  the  lioyal  Military  College  Club. 

To  the  Conmiandant,  Royal  Military  College  of  Canada. 

Quebec,  25th  May,  1901. 
Sir, — 

1.  In  compliance  with  your  request  communicated  by 
Major  vanStraul)enzee,  the  undersigned,  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Royal  Military  College  Club,  have  the  honour  to 
submit  for  the  favour  of  consideration,  the  following  remarks 
concerning  the  extension  of  the  term  of  instruction  at  the 
Royal  Military  College,  from  three  to  four  years. 

l\  The  Clnl)  has  for  some  time  j^ast  been  in  receipt  of 
communications  from  many  of  its  members,  serving  in  the 
Army,  Militia,  and  occupying  responsible  civil  appointments, 
urging   the   extension   of  the  course  of   instruction  to  four 
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years  as  heretofore,  in  addition  to  wliicli,  it  has  been  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  last  two  Annual  Meetings  that  the 
proposed  change  should  be  carried  out.  Some  of  the  con- 
siderations leading  to  this  conclusion  may  be  summarized 
as  follows  : — 

3.  It  is  felt  that  the  necessity  which  at  one  time  exist- 
ed for  a  reduction  in  the  length  of  the  College  course  has, 
■owing  to  the  wise  measures  adopted  by  the  Department  of 
Militia  and  Defence,  happily  ceased  to  exist, and  that  the  Grad- 
uates accepting  Commissions  in  His  Majesty's  Army  re- 
quire as  much  training  as  their  predecessors  if  the  standing 
.attained  by  the  latter  is  to  be  maintained.  It  Avill  be  ob- 
served that  the  keen  competition  for  admission  to  Woolwich 
and  Sandhurst,  which  ensures  that  the  successful  candidate 
'.shall  be  thoroughly  grounded,  has  not  as  yet  existed  here, 
where  the  passing  of  a  qualif}ung  examination  has,  as  a  rule, 
l^een  sufficient.  Under  existing  regulations  governing  re- 
tirement on  account  of  age,  an  officer's  prospects  will  not  be 
injuriously  affected  by  entering  the  Army  one  year  later. 

4.  As  regards  civil  emplopiient,  the  final  year,  under 
the  old  order  of  things,  was  probably  the  most  important, 
being  devoted  almost  entirely  to  Civil  Engineering,  Chemis- 
try, Physics,  and  Mathematics  ;  that  a  sound  knowledge  of 
these  branches  is  invaluable,  in  civil  life,  where  attainments 
in  these  particular  subjects  are  x^erhaps  more  essential  than 
in  the  Army,  will  be  testified  to  by  all  our  Members  who 
have  had  experience. 

5.  The  effects  of  graduating  Cadets  in  three  years  have 
not  as  yet  made  themselves  felt,  but  that  this  is  only  a  ques- 
tion of  time  cannot  be  doubted.  Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Royal  Warrant  for  Pay,  etc.,  we  share  with  Woolwich  and 
Sandhurst  the  proud  privilege  of  fiu-nishing  Officers  to  all 
branches  of  the  Army,  and  the  advisability  of  safe-guarding 
this  privilege  will  no  doubt  suggest  itself.  Neglecting  to 
maintain  a  suitable  standard  of  education  might  compel  the 
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Imperial  CTOverDiiieiit  to  withdraw  tliis  valuable  concession, 
and  tlie  disastrous  effect  this  would  have  on  the  future  of  the 
College  needs  no  explanation. 

G,  As  regards  Civil  Engineering,  all  are  aware  that  the 
magnificent  equipment  of  McGill  offers  advantages  which  we 
can  never  hojDe  to  excel,  and  while  it  is  perhaps  undesirable 
that  a  Government  Institution  should  enter  into  competition 
with  the  Chartered  Universities  of  the  Dominion,  it  is  never- 
theless of  paramount  importance  that  those  Graduates,  Avho 
do  not  elect  to  accept  Commissions,  and  take  up  the  En- 
gineering profession,  should  be  fitted  to  meet  their  "  Con- 
freres "  with  fair  prospects  of  success  in  wholesome  profes- 
sional competition,  and  imbued  with  an  "  esprit  de  corps" 
which  will  cause  them  to  look  back  with  2Dride  on  their  Alma 
Mater.  That  these  objects  can  be  attained  under  existing 
conditions,  there  is  grave  reason  to  doubt. 

7.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  you.  Sir,  for  the  courtesy  ex- 
tended in  inviting  our  opinion  on  this  question,  in  which  we 
take  the  liveliest  interest,  and  we  venture  to  express  the 
hope  that  when  presenting  the  matter  for  consideration  you 
may  see  fit  to  embody  in  your  report,  for  the  information  of 
the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence,  the 
views  we  have  the  honour  to  offer.

The  Militia  Department  lias  added  to  the  Equipment  of 
the  Royal  Military  College  at  Kingston  an  electric  plant. 
The  installation  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Breck  &  Halliday, 
the  well  known  electricians  of  that  city.  The  plant  consists 
of  tAvo  direct  connected  units  and  sixty  chloride  accumulator 
cells.  The  generators  are  of  the  very  latest  C.  G.  type, 
known  as  form  L.  They  have  a  capacity  of  25  kilowatts 
each  at  125  volts,  and  a' speed  of  305  revolutions.  These 
generators  have  the  improved  form  of  brush-holders,  with 
hand- wheel  adjustment. 


Power  House. 

They  are  connected  to  9  X  10  Ideal  engines,  manufac- 
tured by'^the  Goldie  &  McCidloch  Company,  of  Gait.  The 
switch-board  is  a  fine  piece  of  work.  It  consists  of  three 
panels  of  blue  Vermont  marble,  each  02  x  24  inches  and  2 
inches  thick.  Each  generator  panel  is  equipped  with  a 
Weston  round  pattern  volt  and  ammeter,  ground  detector, 
dynamo  and  circuit  switches,  rheostats,  etc.  There  is  a 
storage  battery  panel,  with  two  divided  scale  Whitney  am- 
meters and  one  C.  G.  E.  estatic  voltmeter. 
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Engines   and   Generators. 


There  are  also  a  main  charging  rheostat  and  equalizing 
rheostat.  A  double  pole,  double  throw  charge  and  discharge 
switch,  main  battery  switch,  and  I.  T,  E.  underload  and  over- 
load circuit  breakers  are  features  of  the  battery  panel.  The 
entire  switch-board  is  equii3ped  throughout  with  Sach's 
"  Noark  "  fuses. 

The  storage  battery  consists  of  sixty  cells  (chloride  ac- 
cumulator), having  a  capacity  of  400  ampere  hours,  with  a 
normal  discharge  rating  of  50  amperes.  The  battery  is 
located  in  the  dynamo  room  and  enclosed  in  a  glass  parti- 
tion. All  connections  inside  the  battery  room  are  made  with 
lead  encased  cables.  The  battery  voltage  is  regulated  liy 
means  of  a  Grouse  Hinds  end  cell  switch.  The  charging  of 
the  battery  is  accomplished  during  the  time  of  lighting  by 
throwing  the  cells  into  two  series  parallel  groups  of  thirty 
■cells  each.  The  current  is  controlled  by  means  of  a  large 
Outler  Hamer  rheostat  in  the  main  circuit.  An  equalizing 
rheostat  of  the  same  type  is  also  jjlaced  in  the  charging  cir- 
cuit to  regulate  the  current  passing  through  each  series  of 
cells.     After  11   p.m.   the  load  will  be  comparatively  light 
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and  will  be  carried  by  tlie  storaoe  battery,  which  will  be 
charged  during  the  hours  of  lighting  when  the  load  on  the 
dynamo  is  light. 


Battery  Room. 


The  Militia  Department  has  under  consideration  the  ad- 
visability of  installing  an  electric  pump  in  the  College  for 
fire  protection.'  At  present  the  Kingston  Fire  Brigade,  one 
mile  from  the  College,  has  to  be  depended  ujDon.  In  the 
event  of  the  electric  pump  lieing  placed  in  position,  the 
storage  battery,  which  will  always  be  kept  fully  charged, 
will  be  utilized  to  operate  the  jDump  motor  until  such  time  as 

steam  can  be  raised  and' the  eno-jnes  started. 

'"1 
The  Power  House  is  situated  about  1,5(J0  feet  from  the 
main  building.  The  current  is  carried  to  this  building  by  a 
500,000  CM.  Cable.  The  gymnasium,  officers'  quarters, 
and  hospital  are  fed  from  a  centre  of  distribution  in  this 
building.  There  are  three  separate  lines  from  the  Power 
House  to  supply  the  avenue,  the  dormitory  buildings  and  the 
servants'  quarters.  The  boiler  plant  is  made  up  of  two  shell 
boilers,  each  14  feet  long,  48  inches  in  diameter,  of  50  horse 
power,  and  equipped  throughout  witli  l)rass  mountings. 
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Switch-Board. 

They  were  built  by  Messrs.  Selby  &  Yoiilden,  of  the- 
Kingston  Foundry.  Improved  Penbertliy  injectors  are  used 
as  an  auxiliary  to  the  feed  pump.  There  is  also  a  heater  in 
connection  with  the  plant.  Government  standard  pop  safety 
valves  are  connected  with  the  boilers.  All  steam  piping  is 
encased  in  magnesia  covering,  and  steam  separators  are 
connected  to  the  engines. 

The  College  buildings  are  wired  for  500  lights  of  16 
candle-power.  The  grounds  and  aA^enues  throughout  are  at 
night  brilliantly  illuminated  by  arc  and  incandescent  lamps. 
That  plant  cost  between  ^8,000  and  810,000,  and  is  the- 
most  modern  that  could  be  purchased. 
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The  23liotooTa])lis  from  which  the  accompanyiuo-  ilhistra- 
tions  were  made,  were  taken  by  Mr.  Harry  Breck,  Kingston.

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  duties  performed  by 
Superintendent  G.  E.  Sanders,  D.S.O.,  Commanding  "E"

Preparations  for  the  lunch  given  Their  Royal  Highnesses 
by  the  Officers  of  the  North- West  Mounted  Police. 

Main  barracks  painted,    kalsomined    and    generally    re- 
novated. 

Arrangements    with  the  C.  P.  R.    local   authorities   for 
quickly  entraining  and  disentraining  horses  and  men. 

Distriluition  of  medals,  at  request  of  ^Militia  Department. 

The  official  programme  included  inspection  of  the  Xorth- 
West  Mounted  Police,  and  j^i'^sentation  of  medals,  great 
assembly  of  Indian  tribes,  luncheon  with  the  Officers  of  the 
Force,    typical  Xorth-West  exhibition,  etc. 
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On  ttie  completion  of  the  Review,  His  Royal  Higliness 
-was  graciously  pleased  to  express  to  Commissionor  Perry,  liis 
great  satisfaction  with  the  appearance  of  the  men  and  horses, 
and  their  steadiness  on  parade.

There  will  be  embodied  in  the  proceedings  containing 
this  RejDort  separate  accounts  relative  to  two  inventions, 
made  by  Members,  Avhich  will  prove  of  iuterest  to  those 
either  following  the  Military  or  Civil  professions.  A  few 
notes  are  submitted  herewith,  as  the  reports  themselves  wdll 
be  more  of  a  technical  nature. 

The  MacPherson  Switch  and  Frog. 

The  above  Safety  Switch  and  Frog  was  the  invention  of 
Captain  D.  MacPherson,  of  Montreal,  and  is  being  manufac- 
tured by  the  "  MacPherson  Switch  and  Frog  Company,"  Nia- 
gara Falls,  X.Y.,  wdth  Canadian  Works  at  Niagara  Falls, 
Out.  He  has  employed  as  his  Chief  Engineer,  a  graduate  of 
the  College  in  the  person  of  Mr.  R.  P.  Rogers,  C.E.  He  fills 
the  same  position  to  both  companies.

The  American  plant  is  completed  and  doing  business. 
The  Canadian  plant  is  under  constrnction  ;  the  Town  of  Nia- 
gara gave  a  bonus  of  S-?,5U0.UU  and  free  taxes  for  ten  years. 
It  is  covered  by  patents  and  has  Avon  its  way  into  the  service 
of  many  of  the  largest  Railways  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  The  situation  of  the  two  plants,  owing  to  their 
proximity  to  each  other,  the  use  of  the  same  Niagara  Electric 
power,  and  the  ability  to  avail  themselves  of  the  same  trans- 
portation facilities,  makes  of  them  practically  one  great* 
jDlant.  Both  the  Canadian  and  the  United  States  plants  are 
complete  within  themselves,  and  for  this  reason  orders  are 
easily  interchangeable  in  case  of  necessity. 

LlPROVEMEXTS    IN    TaRGETS     FOE     MiXIATURE     RaXGES. 

Major  F.  M.  Gaudet,  R.C.A.,  Superintendent  of  the 
Dominion  Arsenal,  Quebec,  invented  a  new  Target  and  Am- 
munition to  use  with  it.  A  jDrivate  test  was  held  in  Quebec, 
and  was  of  a  most  practical  description,  all  present  having 
endorsed  both  the  Target  and  Anununition. 

It  was  tested  at  the  Drill  Hall,  OttaAva,  in  the  presence 
of  His  Excellency  the  GoA-eruor-General,  Hon.  Dr.  Borden, 
General  O'Grady-Halv,  Lord  Aylmer,  Colonel  Pinault,  Lieut.- 
Colonel  R.  Cartwright,  Major  P.  Weatherbe,  and  others. 

The  target,  A^diich  is  calculated  to  replace  the  ]\lorris 
tube,  enables  shooting' to  be  done  indoors,  and  it  is  claimed 
that  practically  the  same  results  are  jU'oduced  as  at  a  regular 
held  range.  The  shooting  is  all  carried  out  at  25  yards,  Init 
by  an  ingenious  arrangement  ,  affording  a  nice  instance  of 
mathematical  calculation,  the  target  presents  to  the  eve  at 
the  different  ranges,  200,  500,  600  and  1,000  yards,  precisely 
the  same  size  and  appearance  as  the  regular  target  does  at 
these  ranges  in  the  field,  it  being  necessary  to  raise  the  sight 
for  firing  at  the  various  distances. 

The  cartridge  used  in  practice  with  tlie  target  contains 
a  reduced  charge  of  ])OAvder  and  a  smaller  l)ullet   than  the 
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service  ammunition,   and   can  be   used   as  a  magazine  am- 
munition and  likewise  as  a  riot  cartridge. 

Major  Claudet  personally  conducted  the  exj^eriments  and 
fully  explained  his  invention. 

Briefly  the  advantages  of  his  system  may  be  summarized 
as  follows  : — 

1.  It  supplies  ]3erfectly  all  field  conditions. 

2.  Is  absolutely  accurate. 

3.  Enables  each  man  to  use  and  learn  his  own  rifle. 

4.  Cartridge  makes  a  fine  riot  anununition. 

5.  Cartridge  may  be  used  in  magazine. 

G.     Is  much  cheaper  than  Moliueux  method. 

7.  Can  be  manufactured  with  practically  the  present 
Government  plant,  and  consequently  has  not 
to  be  imported. 

The  General  Officer  Commanding  the  Canadian  Militia 
recommended  that  a  number  of  Targets  for  200,  5(  )0,  600  and 
1,000  yards  be  printed  and  distributed  with  a  view  of 
testing  the  practical  advantages  of  using  this  target.

FOR    MINIATURE    RANGES 


By  major  F.  M.  GAUDET,  R.C.A. 


I,  Frederick  Moudelet  Gaudet,  residing  at  Quebec,  in 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  a  Major  in  His  Majesty's  Regiment 
of  Royal  Canadian  Artillery  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Dominion  Arsenal,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  my  in- 
vention for  a  new  and  useful  Target  for  Miniature  Ranges, 
and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  par- 
ticularly described  and  ascertained  in  any  by  the  following 
statement : — 

My  invention  relates  to  improvements  in  targets  for 
miniature  ranges,  and  the  object  of  my  invention  is  toiorovide 
a  /{arget  which  shall  allow  of  practice  with  small  arms  or 
/a'dnance  of  any  description,  being  carried  on  in  confined  or 
limited  places  and  without  the  expense  entailed  by  using 
full-sized  ammunition  ;  and  further,  to  have  the  said  miniature 
target  of  such  size  and  arrangement  that  the  skill  required 
to  place  a  shot  in  any  division  of  the  miniature  target,  when 
using  specially  prepared  ammunition  with  reduced  charge, 
Avill  be  substantially  equal  to  the  skill  required  to  accomplish 
the  same  results  in  any  corresponding  division  of  the  full- 
sized  target  with  full  sized  ammunition  ;  and  further,  to  pro- 
vide means  whereby  the  effect  of  wind  is  obtained  by  an  ap- 
parent deviation  of  the  bullet  from  the  center  of  the  target 
generally  to  reproduce  in  a  miniature  range  the  conditions 
and  difficulties  which  obtain  in  a  full  sized  range,  and  it  con- 
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sists  essentially  of  an  aiming  target  and  a  scoring  target,  the 
vertical  distance  between  whose  centers  is  equal  to  the  dis- 
tance between  the  line  of  sight  and  the  trajectory  at  their  in- 
tersection with  the  pLane  of  the  target,  the  dimensions  of  the 
scoring  target  being  such,  that  the  probal^le  number  or  per- 
centage of  hits  contained  in  any  figure  or  division  of  the 
target,  when  using  the  miniature  ammunition,  will  be  exactly 
equal  to  the  probable  number  or  percentage  of  hits  contained 
in  any  figure  or  di^dsion  of  the  full-sized  target  when  using 
full-sized  ammunition,  the  various  parts  of  the  device  being 
constructed  and  arranged  in  detail  as  hereinafter  more  par- 
ticidarly  described. 

Figure  1  is  a  view  of  my  target  for  miniature  ranges,  in- 
dicating the  relative  positions  of  the  aiming  and  scoring 
targets  for  use  on  a  miniature  range  when  practising  point 
blank  shooting. 

Figure  2  is  a  view  of  my  target  for  miniature  ranges  in- 
dicating the  relative  positions  of  the  aiming  and  scoring- 
targets  as  used  when  practising  long  range  shooting. 

Figure  3  is  a  view  of  my  target  for  miniature  ranges, 
indicating  the  relative  positions  of  the  aiming  and  scoring 
targets  as  used  to  rejDresent  the  wind  effect  on  a  long  range. 

In  the  drawings  like  letters  of  reference  indicate  corres- 
ponding parts  in  each  figure. 

A  is  the  aiming  target  comprising  the  bull's-eye,  and  the 
outer  rings  or  zones  a^ ,  d"^  etc.  B  is  the  scoring  target 
comprising  the  bLdl's-eye  d  and  the  outer,  rings  or  zones  ^\ 
^^,  etc.  The  aiming  target  A  is  indicated  in  heavy  lines,  so 
as  to  be  plainly  visiljle  to  the  hrer.  The  scoring  target  B  is 
preferably  made  in  light  or  dotted  lines,  and  is  visible  only 
to  the  marker,  in  order  that  the  firer  will  not  confuse  it  with 
the  aiming  target.  The  vertical  distance  between  the  centers 
of  the  aiming  target  and  the  scoring  target,  which  is  indicat- 
ed by  the  letter  C  in  the  drawings,   is  equal  to  the  vertical 
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(listauce  between  the  traiectorv  and  the  line  of  sio'lit  at  tlieir 
intersection  with  the  phme  of  the  target  for  any  given  eleva- 
tion of  tlie  piece,  and  it  is 'determined  ex])erimentally.  For 
example,  if  practising  tiring  at  a  point  blank  range,  the  line 
of  sight  wonld  point  straight  to  the  center  of  the  target, 
Avhereas  the  trajectory  would  drop  below  the  centre  of  the 
target,  and  conse:[uentl_y  the  center  of  the  scoring  target 
would  be  placed  below  the  center  of  the  aiming  target,  and 
conversely,  when  j)ractising  shooting  at  a  long  range  on  the 
miniature  target,  the  center  of  the  scorino-  taro-et  Avill  be 
placed  above  the  center  of  the  aiming  target. 

The  dimensions  of  the  aiming  target  are  determined  in 
proportion  to  the  dimensions  of  the  full-size  target,  varying 
inversely  as  the  range  to  be  represented. 

The  method  of  calculating  the  dimensions  of  the  scoring 
target  is  as  follows  : — 

The  relative  accuracy  of  the  ordinary  and  miniature  am- 
mnnition  is  compared  by  calculating  the  "  probable  error" 
of  each,  from  the  "  mean  af  the  errors  "  determined  experi- 
mentally by  well  known  means,  at  the  ordinary  and  minia- 
ture ranges  respectively.  Knowing  the  probable  error  of 
ordinary  amnninition,  the  probable  nnmlier  or  percentage  of 
hits  contained  in  any  figure  or  diAdsion  of  the  target,  synnne- 
trical  al)out  the  center  of  impact,  is  calculated. 

Conversely  from  the  probable  error  of  miniatnre  ammu- 
nition, the  dimensions  of  figures  or  divisions  containing  the 
same  number  or  percentage  of  hits  as  the  figures  or  divisions 
of  the  full-sized  target  respectively  are  calculated  to  deter- 
mine the  dimensions  of  tlie  miniature  target. 

These  calculations  are  performed  as  follows  : —

For  convenience  in  practice,  this  integral  is  evaluated 
numerically,  and  the  residt  is  tabulated,  as  will  be  ioimd  on 
referring  to  the  Authors  quoted,  or  any  standard  Avork. 
Hence  to  calculate  P  for  a  given  value  of  x,  i.e.,  to  find 
the  proljability  of  obtaining  a  deviation,  which  is  not  greater

A  further  point  of  improvements  in  my  target  is  shown 
in  figure  3,  in  which  the  scoring  target  is  set  slightly  to  one 
side  of  the  aiming  target,  the  object  of  this  being  to  give  the 
firer  practice  in  adjusting  his  sights  to  compensate  for  the 
wind,  causing  a  deflection  of  the  projectile.  In  actual  prac- 
tice the  marker  Avill  move  the  scoring  target,  for  example  a 
distance  D  to  the  right,  and  will  indicate  by  a  signal  to  the 
iirer,  that  the  wind  is  coming  from  the  right,  and  that  he 
must  adjust  his  sights  accordingly.  The  shooter  can  then 
fire  one  shot  to  discover  the  deflection,  for  which  he  must 
make  an  allowance,  after  which  shot  he  can  make  what  he 
considers  the  proper  allowance  for  the  deflection  due  to  the 
wind. 

It  will  now  be  seen  that  I  have  invented  a  target  for  use 
on  miniature  ranges,  in  which  the  skill  required  to  place  a 
certain  number  of  shots  within  any  division,  is  substantially 
the  same,  as  the  skill  required  to  place  a  certain  number  of 
shots  in  a  corresponding  division  of  tlic  fidl-sized  target,  and 
in  which  the  effect  of  wind  may  be  produced,  and  in  general 
a  target,  which  reproduces  the  conditions  of  a  full-sized  range 
in  a  limited  space. 

It  will  oh'  course  be  understood  tliat  the  target  need  not 
be  circular  in  form  as  shown,  but  may  take  any  otlier  regular 
or  irreaular  form,  as  for  example,  the  ligure  of  a  man  ;  and 
further,  during  exposure  to  firing,  l)oth  the  aiming  and 
scoring  targets  may  be  fixed  or  caused  to  move  in  any  direc- 
tion, either  continuously  or  intermittently,  to  represent  a 
moving  enemv  or  animal,  as  the  case  mav  be. 
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Again,  altliou,o-li  I  have  descriljed  the  method  of  abso- 
lutely deteriiiinino'  the  correct  size  for  the  scoring  target,  it 
will  be  understood  that  in  practice,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
rigidly  adhere  to  the  dimensions  determiiied  by  calculation 
so  long  as  the  spirit  of  the  invention  is  not  departed  from. 

lam  aware  that  prior  to  my  invention,  miniature  targets 
have  been  made,  in  using  which  the  lirer  is  directed  to  aim 
at  an  aiming  spot,  thereby  causing  the  projectile  to  strike 
targets  having  the  appearance  of  full-sized  targets,  the 
centers  of  which  are  placed  at  a  height  above  or  below  the 
line  of  sight,  equal  to  the  height  of  the  trajectory  above  or 
below  the  line  of  sight  ;  but  it  will  be  seen  that  in  such  a 
target  the  apparent  size  of  the  aiming  target  is  not  the  same 
as  the  apparent  size  of  the  full-sized  target,  and  further,  as 
the  relative  accuracies  of  the  full-sized  and  the  miniature 
ammunition  are  not  taken  into  account  in  calculating  the 
size  of  the  scoring  target,  the  probable  nimiber  or  percentage 
of  hits  contained  in  any  division  of  the  scoring  target  with 
miniature  ammunition  is  not  the  same  as  the  probable  num- 
ber of  hits  contained  in  the  corresponding  division  of  the 
fidl-sized  target  with  full-sized  ammuintion. 

It  will  also  be  understood  that  I  may  use  an  indicating 
target  in  connection  with  my  miniature  target  on  wliicli  the 
inarker  Avill  indicate  to  the  firer  the  result  of  his  shot,  but  I 
do  not  claim  this  as  my  invention,  as  such  device  has  been 
commonly  used  in  connection  with  ordinary  targets. 

Having  now  ^particularly  descrdjed  and  ascertained  the 
nature  of  my  said  invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
is  to  l3e  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I  claim  is  : — 

1.  In  a  target  for  miniature  ranges,  the  combination 
with  an  aiming  target  of  a  scoring  target  of  such  size,  that 
the  skill  required  to  place  a  shot  in  any  of  its  divisions  with 
miniature  ammunition  is  equal  to  the  skill  rec[uired  to  i^lace 
a  shot  in  the  corresponding  division  of  the  full-sized  target, 
with  full-sized  ammnnition,  and  the  vertical  distance  between 
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the  centers  ol:  tlio  aiming  target  and  of  tlie  scoring  target 
being  eqnal  to  the  vertical  distance  between  the  trajectory 
.and  the  line  of  sight  at  tlieir  intersection  with  tlie  phuie  of 
the  miniature  target,  as  and  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  In  a  target  for  miniature  ranges,  the  cond)ination 
with  an  aiming  target,  wliose  dimensions  are  in  proportion 
to  the  dimensions  of  tlie  full-sized  target  inversely  as  the  dis- 
tance to  be  represented,  of  a  scoring  target  of  such  size  that 
the  skill  required  to  place  a  shot  in  any  of  its  divisions  with 
miniature  ammunition  is  equal  to  the  skill  required  to  place 
a  shot  in  the  corresj)onding  division  of  the  full-sized  target, 
with  full-sized  ammunition,  and  the  vertical  distance  between 
the  centers  of  the  aiming  target  and  of  the  scoring  target 
being  equal  to  the  vertical  distance  between  the  trajectory 
.and  the  line  of  sight  at  their  intersection  with  the  plane  of 
the  miniature  target,  as  and  for  the  purpose  specified. 

3.  In  a  target  for  miniature  ranges,  the  combination 
with  an  aiming  target  of  a  scoring  target  of  such  size  that  the 
skill  required  to  place  a  shot  in  any  of  its  divisions  with 
miniature  ammunition  is  equal  to  the  skill  requii'ed  to  place 
a  shot  in  the  corresponding  division  of  the  full-sized  target 
with  full-sized  ammunition,  and  the  vertical  distance  between 
the  centers  of  the  aiming  target  and  the  scoring  target  being 
equal  to  the  vertical  distance  between  the  trajectoiy  and  the 
line  of  sight  at  their  iutersection  Avitli  the  plane  of  the  mini-

Its  Purpose,  Utility  and  Adaptability  to  the  Neces- 
sities of  all  Steam  and  Electrie  Roads. 


The  following  cuts  and  descTiption  are  designed  to 
demonstrate  and  prove  the  superiority  of  the  MacPherson 
Switch  and  Frog.  It  is  compact,  simple  and  economical. 
It  ensures  absolute  safety  to  trains  running  under  highest 
speed,  as  main  line  rails  are  perfectly  clear  and  conti- 
nuous and  fully  spiked  at  both  Switch  and  l^'rog.  Xo  parts 
of  frog  or  switch  are  touched  Ijy  wheels,  except  when  using 
sidings.  It  is  equally  suitable  for  single,  double  or  tjuadruple 
tracks. 

This  device  is  based  on  the  common  sense  economical 
principle  that  switches  and  frogs,  being  the  most  expensive 
and  least  durable  points  in  railway  track,  should  not  have 
any  of  their  parts  subjected  to  the  destructive  and  useless 
wear  of  trains  passing  on  the  main  track,  but  that  their  parts 
should  only  be  touched  by  trains  going  into  or  coming  out  of 
sidings.    With  present  devices  this  useless  wear  is  enormous. 

Wear  on  Eoad  due  to  Old  Method. 

AVhen  switch  is  set  for  main  line,  all  ]iarts  of  frog  and 
switch  are  well  clear  of  main  track  rails,  which  latter  are 
fully  spiked,  and  absolutely  as  continuous  and.  lirm  as  if  no 
frog  or  switch  were  there.      This  forms  a  perfect  protection 
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acrainst  accidents  irom  broken  or  foul  switch  rails  or  frog 
points,  wliicli  are  the  most  dangerous  parts  m  a  railway 
track. 
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Com])eteiit  judges  saytliat  I'lilly  DD  ])er  cent,  of  the  wear 
on  ordiuarv  froQ;.s  and  switches  is  occasioned  hv  the  useless 
and  destrnctive  impact  of  ))assing  main  line  trains,  whereas 
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by  the  use  of  the  Macl'hersou  device,  which  does  not  come 
in  contact  with  main  line  rail  except  for  the  purpose  and  at 
the  time  of  switching  trains  to  sidings,  this  unnecessary  loss 
is  obviated. 

"Wear  on  Eolltnci  Stock  due  to  Old  Method. 

Again,  as  the  main  line  is  solid,  fully  spiked  and  con- 
tinuous, a  large  amount  of  wear  and  tear  on  rolling  st03k  is 
saved,  and  there  is  no  discomfort  to  passengers  occasioned 
by  the  jolting  and  jarring  of  fast  trains  running  on  main  line 
over  switches  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  There  is  also  no 
liability  to  breakage  of  wheels  by  jolting  or  bumi^ing  when 
passing  by  the  MacPherson  switch  and  frog,  and  no  possible 
liability  to  accident,  from  an  open  switch  or  defective  frog  or 
switch  point. 

The  guard  rail,  upon  which  trains  depend  for  safe  -pas- 
sage over  the  spring  rail  or  rigid  frog,  also  forms  an  objec- 
tionable feature.  The  sudden  lurching  of  trains  when  pass- 
ing over  these  jDoints  is  frequently  the  cause  of  broken  axles. 
The  rolling  stock,  especially  foreign  cars,  requires  constant 
inspection  on  account  of  the  variable  wheel  gauge,  which 
has  so  often  occasioned  serious  wrecks  at  the  moment  of 
passing  through  the  guard  rail  and  frog.  The  lateral  pres- 
sure of  trains  upon  the  guard  rail  gradually  forces  it  out  of 
position  and  necessitates  its  being  respiked.  The  recurrence 
of  this  soon  renders  the  tie  incapable  of  lioldiDg  a  spike,  and 
it  has  to  be  reiDlaced. 

Hence,  to  maintain  safety,  both  guard  rail  and  frog  re- 
quire constant  attention  on  the  part  of  trackmen  or  serious 
accidents  are  the  outcome  of  such  neglect.  The  MacPherson 
device  does  away  with  the  use  of  any  form  of  frog  in  main 
track  and  its  attendant  guard  rail,  and  consequent  liability 
to  accidents  and  danger  from  these  sources  is,  therefore,  en- 
tirely eliminated.

guard  rails,  and  all  connections,  costs  about  §80.00,  of  which 
the  least  durable  parts,  the  frog  and  switch  rails,  cost  about 
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820.00,  and  will  last,  on  an  average,  about  two  .years,  and  be 
worth  about  85.00  as  scrap  steel.  The  cost  per  year  lor  frogs 
and  switch  rails  would,  therefore,  be  2/3  X  0",O00x  20  2  = 
§J:0,000.00,  for  6,000  miles  of  track  and  a  SAvitch  every  1-| 
miles. 

Deducting  810,000  for  value  of  scrap,  the  l)alance  of 
830,000  represents  the  annual  waste  of  money,  00  per  cent, 
of  Avhich,  or  827,000  would  be  saved  by  the  MacPherson 
invention.  Capitalize  this  sum  at  hve  per  cent,  aud  it 
amounts  to  8540,000,  which  is  the  real  A-alue  of  the  device 
to  one  railway  company  of  (3,000  miles  for  track  mainten- 
ance alone. 

To  this  should  l)e  added  an  equal  sum  for  rhe  extra 
safety  jDroA-ided  and  the  saving  of  wear  on  rolling  stock  ;  to 
say  nothing  of  the  additional  comfort  to  passengers  on  trains, 
that  there  is  no  possibility  of  derailment  through  an  open 
switch  or  through  a  defective  frog  or  switch  point,  or 
through  a  switch  left  set  wrong.  This  adds  greatly  to  the 
efficiency  of  such  a  road  in  speed  and  safety.  ^^  hat  its 
A'alue  would  be  for  the  200,000  miles  of  railway  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  is  a  simple  sum  in  proportion  and 
comes  to  over  836,000,000. 

Maximum  of  Safety  attained  by  MacPherson  Device. 

The  history  of  railroading  shows  that  frequent  and  ter- 
rible accidents  have  been  caused  by  foul,  defective,  0])en  or 
wrongly  set  switches.  Such  accidents  are  rendered  impos- 
sible by  the  MacPherson  invention,  as  the  switch  and  frog 
are  combined  in  such  a  way  that  setting  one  automatically 
sets  the  other,  and  if,  through  mistake  or  malice,  left  set 
■wrons',  a  train  i)assing  throuo-h  in  either  direction  would  not 
be  derailed. 

Mechanism  of  New  Device. 

The  connecting  rod  spring,  whicli  is  a  part  of  the  i^atent 
•of  the  MacPherson   Switch  and  Pod,  is  of  a  specially  adjust- 
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able  design,  covered  by  patents,  and  is  locked  by  a  pin, 
which  serves  the  double  purpose  of  making  the  connecting- 
rod  a  rigid  one  for  ordinary  use,  and  provides  safety  in  the 
event  of  the  switch  having  been  set  wrong  and  run  through 
by  a  train,  as  the  shearing  of  the  pin  allows  the  spring  to 
work,  and  also  records  the  passing  of  the  train.  This  is  a 
very  imx^ortant  advantage  over  other  systems.  In  other 
safety  switches,  where  no  such  record  is  left,  switchmen  are 
apt  to  get  careless  and  often  use  switches  set  wrong  to  save, 
themselves  the  trouble  of  throwing  them,  a  most  reprehensible 
practice,  as  the  best  safety  devices  are  only  supposed  to  be 
used  set  wrong  as  a  last  resort,  and  will  be  destroyed  much 
sooner  if  habitually  used  in  this  way  for  shunting  purposes. 

This  device  is  only  intended  for  use  on  main  track 
locations,  and  not  for  shunting  or  freight  yards.  It  could 
also  be  very  useful  in  another  and  special  Avay  on  double 
track  roads,  to  lay  temporary  tracks  around  wrecks  blocking- 
one  of  the  tracks.  It  could  be  used  in  this  way  ^vithout 
breaking  or  disturbing  either  of  the  tracks,  thus  saving  time 
when  time  is  most  A'aluable. 

In  points  of  novelty,  safety  and  economy  the  MacPherson 
switch  and  frog  is  superior  to  all  other  devices,  and  the  cost 
of  manufacture  is  practically  no  greater  than  that  of  the  frog 
and  switch  ordinarily  in  use. 

The  invention  has  been  most  thoroughly  and  successfully 
tested  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  which  road  began  in 
1894  with  the  installation  of  one  switch  and  frog,  increasing 
gradually  each  year  until  finally  they  bought  the  right  to  use 
the  MacPherson  switch  and  frog  on  their  whole  system, 
having  adopted  it  as  a  standard.  They  now  have  about  600 
in  use,  and  are  installing  others  as  fast  as  practicable,  parti- 
cularly on  the  divisions  where  fast  through  trains  are  run. 
The  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  division  of  the  Xew  York 
Central  Railroad  equipped  their  main  line  from  Adirondack 
Junction  to  Malone  with  the  earlier  patent  in  1890.     Over 
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the  Avliole  of  the  Montreal  and  Otta\va  section  of  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  Ivailway,  upon  whicli  road  trains  daily  cover 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  miles  in  two  hours  and  fifteen 
minutes,  or  at  the  rate  of  over  fifty  miles  an  hour,  the  Mac- 
Pherson  device  has  been  in  constant  use  for  some  time,  and 
recently  a  total  equipment  has  been  ordered. 

Advantages  of  New  Device. 

The  salient  points  of  advantage  of  this  device  may  be 
summed  up  as  follows  • — 

1st.  Main  line  rails  are  fully  spiked  and  unbroken  at 
both  switches  and  frogs,  so  that  trains  may  pass  safely  and 
smoothly  by  them  at  100  miles  per  hour,  or  at  any  speed. 

2nd.  Switches  cannot  be  left  set  either  by  mistake  or 
malice  to  derail  trains  running  on  main  line,  thus  giving  ab- 
solute protection  to  fast  trains. 

3rd.  Main  track  rails  are  free  to  expand  in  either 
direction,  Avithout  the  possibility  of  foul  or  tight  switch  rails, 
as  both  these  rails  are  well  clear  of  main  rails  Avhen  set  for 
main  line. 

4th.  Only  trains  taking  sidings  touch  switch  rails  or 
frog,  thus  saving  90  per  cent  of  wear  on  two  most  expensive 
points  in  track. 

oth.  The  wear  and  tear  on  car  Avheels  and  rolling  stock 
is  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  there  is  no  risk  of  breakage. 
In  ordinary  rimniuQ-  a  slioht  oroove  is  formed  on  the  head 
of  the  car  wheels,  Avhich  greatly  jolts  or  bumps  the  car  as  it 
goes  over  the  old  style  frog,  and  sometimes  causes  accidents 
by  breaking  the  wheels  when  trains  are  running  at  a  high 
rate  of  speed.      The  possibility  of  this  is  entirely  avoided. 
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6tli.  Increased  comfort  to  passengers  on  fast  trains, 
who  are  not  jolted  or  shaken  up,  as  in  the  case  when  passing 
at  a  high  rate  of  speed  over  the  old  style  frog  and  switch. 

7th.  Connections  can  be  adajDted  to  almost  any  kind  of 
switch  stand,  thus  saving  the  cost  of  new  ones. 

Sth.  Switch  and  frog  can  be  made  as  cheaply  as  ordinarv 
safety  switches  and  frogs,  and  last  many  years  longer,  be- 
cause only  touched  when  using  sidings. 

9th.  The  switch  can  be  used  with  a  common  or  a  spring- 
frog,  if  desirable,  or  the  frog  with  a  split  of  common  switch, 
and  either  with  or  without  the  spring  or  connecting  rod.
